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Continuation of 2. The proposed amendments do not place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant states the amendments 
have been made pursuant to a teleconference with the previous examiner on August 16, 2004. However, no record of an interview 
appears in the case and the applicant's amendment does not contain a detailed interview summary. 

The proposed amendment to claim 40 broadens, rather than narrows, the scope of the claimed composition. Previously the composition 
was directed towards treatment of 3 diseases. The scope of the asserted use of the composition has been broadened by deletion of these 
diseases. This amendment would require a new search and a new consideration of this broadened scope. 

The proposed amendment of claim 45 broadens rather than narrows the scope of the claimed method. Previously the method was 
directed toward treatment of 3 diseases. The scope of the asserted use of the method has been broadened by deletion of these diseases 
Rather than being a method directed toward treatment of specific diseases, with the proposed amendment the method is directed toward 
any situation where a subject would benefit from increase of T-cell proliferation, a scope much broader than the previous treatment 
method. Such situations would include subjects suffering from any kind of infection from any source, or even a subject suffering from an 
allergic reaction. This amendment would require a new search and a new consideration of this broadened scope
